The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Claims 1, 14, and 27 (renumbered 1, 13, and 25) are directed to an apparatus, method, 
and computer-executable program, respectively, for making comparisons and selections based on 
times for generating image data and reading out image data from storage, except when a 
predetermined mode has been selected already. These claims have the uniquely distinct features 
of measuring the time it takes to generate the image data, measuring the time it takes to read out 
the image data from memory, comparing these times, and selecting a print method based on the 
comparison, all in a system that allows the mode to not be decided when set previously. The 
closest prior art Inuzuka et al. (US 6404930) and Dow et al, (US 6832187) teach the basic ideas 
of forming image data, storing image data, and reading out image data for printing (Inuzuka), 
and in a printing system, calculating time constraints and making determinations of how to print 
data based on the determinations (Dow). The closest prior art thus do not singularly or in 
combination teach the specific measurements, comparisons, selections, and predetermined modes 
as claimed.
